STEPS TO SECURE MUNICIPAL 
OWNERSHIP IN CHICAGO. 


Reaching Agreement With Traction 
Companies, Condemnation of Street 
Railway Property and Contract 
Scheme Substance of Mayor's So- 
lution of the Problem. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.—Another ordi- 
mance to secure municipal ownership 
of the ‘street railways in Chicago was 
submitted to the City Council tonight 
by Mayor Dunne. 

The ordinance was accompanied by a 
message io the Aldermen which gave 
three ways in which Mayor Dunne as- 
serts he will be abig ts bring about 
municipal ownership. The first plan is 
by reaching an agreement with the 
traction companies by which their prop- 
erty would be transferred to the city 
at a price decided upon by arbitratore. 
The second is condemnation of the 
property of the street railway compa- 
nies under the provisions of che Muel- 
ler act. The third method is the one 
which the Mayor has already present- 
ed as an alternative to his contract 
plan. It is for the construction of mu- 
nicipal street railway lines which will 
parallel ¢he lines of ihe existing com- 
panies. The order which accompanied 
the méssage from the Mayor asked that 
authority -be given to place on the 
ballots at the spring election the ques- 
tion whether the city shall iesue Muel- 
ler bill certificates to the amount of 
$75,000,000. This sum, it is declared by 
the Mayor, is needed for the recon- 
Struction of the lines and for the pur- 
chase of the unexpired franchise rights 
of the existing companies. 

The meesage and the ordinance were 
referred to the committee on loca! 
transportation, the same fate as that 
which met the other propositions sub- 
mitted to the Council by the Mayor in 
regard to the municipalization of the 
Chicago street railways. 

Another ordinance submitted by May- 
or Dunne was one for the regulation of 
gas and electric light rates. This or- 
dinance which provides for 75-cent gas, 
was referred to the committee on gas, 
oil and electric lights.

TO REDONDO. 


MOTIVE POWER OF CARS TO BE 
DOUBLED. 


Will Cut Down Running Time Be- 
tween Two | ig Steel Cars 
Ordered for Fright Service—Santa 


Fe Time Changes—Current Local 
Railway Notes, 


The Los Angeles and Redondo Rali- 
way under the ownership of H. &. 
Huntington is preparing to increase the 
speed of its cars between thie city 
and the beach and to materially cut 
down the running time. 

To this end new motor equipment has 
been ordered for all the passenger 
coaches, which will give these cars just 
twice their present horse power and 
will greatly increase their speed and 
hilt climbing powers. 

It is reported that with the new 
equipment the running time will be 
cut down to about forty minutes. 

Ten new passenger coaches, slightly 
jarger than those In service at present, 
are building.in the Redondo shops of 
the company, and will goon be ready to 
put into service. 

To handle the rapidly increasing 
freight traffic, especially in lumber, ten 
new steel frame flat cars have been 
ordered from the Bast, These cars are 
to be of 80,000 pounds capacity, which is 
somewhat unusual even for the ordi- 
nary run of standaraé gauge equisment, 
and is really extraordinary for narrow 
gauge rolling stock. In ether words the 
capacity of these cars will be almost 
three times that of the. standard 
pound freight cars of the standard 
steam lines of a few years ago. 

With the change of time effective on 
the Santa Fé last Sunday, Santa Ana 
draws an additional train daily for lo- 
cal service. The train to Santa Ana 
which formerly left at 8:30 In the morn- 
Ing, now leaves at 8 o'clock. and 
afternoon train which departed at 2 
o'clock, now leaves at 1:45 o'clock.

By another p amendment the 
retall .storekeepers seek to compel the 
owner of a curbstone cart to move 
on, and to sell on the move, allowing 
him to pause only for a brief moment 
to deliver his goods. His stopping 
time is limited to five minutes. 

Almost every large fruit dealer and 
retailer in Los Angeles is lined up for 
the fight against unscrupulous persons, 
J. F. Paulding, secretary of the Retail 
Grocers’ Association said yesterday: 

“We are not trying to drive the smal! 
man out of business. Why, some of the 
better class among the peddlers are with 
us in this movement. We want to es- 
tablish legitimate trade on a firm basis. 
Let me quote you an instance of un- 
fairness. 

ODDS FAVOR PEDDLER. 
“One of our largest fruit dealers pays 
a rent of $100 a month, and hires con- 
siderable help, his general expenses are 
large. Every morning his place of 
business is surrounded with peddlers’ 
wagons whose owners pay a license of 
$1 a month and who hire no help. They 
capture lots of trade, and the business 
of the storekeeper is injured. This 
seems to me unfair. We cannot touch” 
the man who does business on a vacant 
lot where he pays rent, but I think we 
can stop the man who sells on the curb 
and pays no rent.” 

Rivers Bros., grocers, are perhaps the 
greatest sufferers from what is termed 


“curbstone peddier nuisance,” said H. 
L. Rivers: 
“All we want is to prevent con- 


scienceless persons from selling rotten 
fruit. These fellows locate where they 
please along the street and sell decayed 
fruit and cull oranges. They pay no 
rent and but a small license and: yet 
make a salesroom of the street. That 
license ought to be raised, or they 
should be competied to sell only in the 
residence districts, 

F. T. Montgomery, of the Mont- 
gomery & Tone Frukt Company said: 

“This is a serious question and we 
have prepared an ordinance that covers 
the matter completely. We do not want 
to #&pnear harsh in our methods. We 
want the public with us. We feel the 
right is ours and we expect to present 
a large petition to the Council asking 
that our amendment to the ordinance 
regulating city licenses be adopted.” . 

The matter will go before the 

Council on the last Monday of this 
month.

ED TAPE AT PANAMA. 

John F. Wallace, since his retire- 
ment from the office of Chief Engi- 
neer at Panama, has published a num- 
ber of magazine articles criticising 
the government work on the Canal in 
terms more or less severe. It will be 
remembered that Mr. Wallace left his 
position under the government, which 
/paid him a salary of $25,000 per year 
to accept a place in the engineering 
department of the New York subway, 
at a yearly salary of $60,000. ‘Under 
such circumstances it is perhaps well 
to accept his criticisms of the govern- 
ment with a few grains of allowance, 
though some of them are apparently 
well founded. 
In most work performed through the 
agency of the national government, as 
we all know, there is much red tape 
‘to be unwound before actual results 
are achieved. Mr. Wallace declares, iu 
tae current number of the Engineering 
Magazine, that the experience of the 
past year will have been wasted un- 
‘the controlling authorities at 
Washington are able to break away 
from the moss-covered traditions of 
governmental control, applying ordi- 
nary and common-sense methods to 
the accomplishment of the work, and 
Congress shall elect legislation enab- 
ling this to done. “The so-called 
free hand,” he declares, “with the 
rest of the body and limbs tightly 
bound with red tape, can perform but 
limited functions.” 

Mr. Wallace further declares it to 
be a self-evident fact that “govern- 
mental methods which require from 
ten to twelve years to complete a 
structure such as the Federal build- 
ing in Chicago—which, under private 
individual ownership and _ control 
could have been erected in the space 
of a single year, or at most two 
-years—cannot be applied to the con- 
struction of the Panama Canal with 
satisfactory results, if the present gen- 
eration is to derive benefit from its 
accomplishment, and at reasonable 
cost.” 

Thera is truth, no doubt, in the crit- 
icisms of Mr. Wallace as to the red 
tape which retards government work 
in general. But it does not follow 
that the same methods will be em- 
ployed in building the cana] as. are 
too often allowed to retard the con- 
struction. of government buildings. In 
the prosecution of so colossal a work 
as the Panama Canal, extensive prep- 
arations are necessary. The comfort- 
‘able housing and the proper victualling 
of the large army of workmen must 
be attended to, and there is much to 
be done in the way of sanitation. This 
preliminary work necessarily takes 
time. 
| No doubt the work has been de- 
layed by government red tape. The 
| President cannot be expected to elim- 
inate all this at once. But he is ex- 
‘pected to expedite the work as much 
as possible, and there is no doubt 
that he will do this. Censorious crit-
